£VER EXAMINE a wasps' ncsl? 


Its tissue seems to be paper— 


I** and it actually is. 


1 was fascinated by the discovery 


as a boy. During the day we would 
mark out wasps' and hornets' nests 
on our farm, and after sundown we 
would arm ourselves with long poles 
that 
had 
kerosene-soaked 
rags 


wrapped around one end; 
we'd 


find the wasps at home — and pro- 
ceed to burn them out. 


But many a nest burned 
away 


from the tree and fell to the ground 
empty and nearly intact. That's 
1 when I inspcclcd Ihe sluff they 


wore made of. It looked like paper 
—but 1 didn't know then lhal il ac- 
tually was. 


This discovery, 
however, 
had 


been made buck in 1719 .The cur- 
rent edition ot Editor & Publisher, 
Now York, our trade paper, reports 
that in that year Rene dc Reaumur, 
French scientist, noted that wasps' 
nests looked like paper—although 
paper then was made from rags, 
and was frightfully expensive. 


•*• 
DcRcaumur wondered what the 


wasps used as a substitute for rags, 
and he began to watch them build 
nests. The wasps tore a piece of 
wood from a fence, chewed it up 
into a paste, then spread it on the 
structure of the nest — and when 
il was dry it was paper! 


De Reaumur recorded his dis- 


covery, bul it wasn't until 1844 that 
the process could be turned to man- 
kind's advantage. In 
that 
year 


Frederick Keller, a German cngl- 


9, ncer, invented the first wood-grind- 


ing machine to make paper pulp. 
By J863 wood-pulp paper was in 
general use in Europe, and then it 
ca'me to America. 


Like the wasps, men cut up small 


wood, grind it to a pulp, make it 
into a paste with the aid of acid, 
then "spread" it through vast ma- 
chines until it comes out thin and 
dry — as paper.

Most Washington politicians will-

low in popularity because of re- 
cent exposures of 
alleged 
influ- 


ence rackels wilhin his adminis- 
tration. 


Many of Ihese politicians agree 


that Ihe Korean war venture has 
had a bad political reaction on the 
Truman administration, despite its 
recent military turn for the bet- 
ter. 


Labor has 
been 
firing 
broad- 


sides at the president's production 
and economic stabilization setup 
and doesn't seem lo be much near- 
er to reconciliation than 
it 
wasj 


several wccjs ago. 


The railroad 
switchmen's dis- 


agreement with management goes 
on with little apparent progress to- 
wnrd solution.

that Byrnes, who broke with the 
President after he resigned as sec- 
retary of state, intends to play a 
leading part in the next Democrat-
